Mrs. Leafgreen Says Detective 
Saw Her With Brick 


Magnate. 


Mrs. Mary Leafgreen’s remarkable 
ordeal as a witness, which has now last- 
ed two and one-half days, will be re- 
newed in Probate Court Thursday aft- 
ernoon. Re-direct examination of Mrs. 
Leafgreen will be commenced by her 
lawyer, John J. O'Connor, In support of 
her claim to a one-half share in the 
$500,000 estate of the late Laclede J. 
Howard, firebrick magnate, whom she 
deciares she married tn Decatur, Ill, in 
1883, when she knew him as Henry How- 
ard. 

Althcugh subjected to a trying cross- 
examination by Attorney George John- 
son. representing the Howard estate, of 
Monday efternoon and al) day Tuesday 
and Wednesday, Mrs. Leafgreen seemed 
not a bit fatigued when Attorney John- 
son finished late Wednesday afternoon. 

Hour after hour Mr. Johnson, coached 
by Harry B. Hawes and three others of 
counsel for the estate, plied Mrs. Leaf- 
green witn question after question as 
to her several meetings with the man 
she married, often repeating the same 
question a number of times, but with- 
out disturbing the compesure of the 
witness. Several times Mrs. Leafgreen 
interrupted heated questions with the 
placid remark: ‘Mr. Johnson, {ft you'll 
speak a little milder I'll try my best to 
answer all your questions.”’ 

Much of the story of the marriage and 
subsequent events testified to by Mrs, 
Leufgreen in her deposition was reiter- 
ated in her testimony. 

Sleuth Cabanee on Car. 

The testimony also developed that she 
had seen Detective Gratiot Cabanne on 
the Suburban car on which she says she 
met Laclede J. Howard a few weeks be- 
fore his death in 1903, and that she sent 
fur Cabanne to call on her at her home 
about a week ago. She testified that 
Cabanne told her during the conversa- 
tion at her home that he remembered 
seeing her and Laclede J. Howard on 
the car.

NEW MARRIAGE 
LAW SUSTAINED 


Illinois Supreme Court Upholds 
Cook County Clerk's 
Action. 


SPRINGFIELD, TIll., Dec. ®.—The 
new State marriage and divorce law, 
which has caused countless contro- 
versies in marriage license offices 
throughout Illinois, has been sustained 
by the Supreme Court in a decision in 
the case of County Cierk Olson of Cook 
County, who refused to issue a mar- 
riage license on Aug. 21, 190, to Henry 
Buengert and Eliza Grimes. 

The County Clerk took the ground 
that the woman had received a divorce 
from her first nusband two days prior 
to the date on which the new marriage 
license act took effect. ‘The Supreme 
Court sustains the action of the County 
Clerk, and the cause is reversed and re- 
manded, 

The court holds that the act of 196, 
which provided that parties obtaining a 
divorce can marry within one year 


afrver the date of such divorce is manda-}’ 


tory, and that it is the duty of the clerk 
to refuse to issue a license to parties 
not qualified to receive one, and that the 
act runs against the time of the issuing 
of the divorce, and that the act does 
not infringe on any of the constitutional 
rights of the parties.

ONAWA, Io., Dec. 21—The work on 
the great drainage project now in course 
ef construction has been progressing 
rapidly the past two months. All the 
contractors who have been awarded con- 
tracts to do work fn either Monona or 
Harrison counties have meen hampered 
by the peculiar gumbo composition of 
the soli in those localities and have 
been compelled to construct special ma- 
vhinery: to cope with the opposition. 
Work is being hurried, however, and 
two shifts of men are used each day— 
® day foree and a night force. Elec- 
‘ric Mghts make it possible for the men 
to see to operate the machinery after 
darkness’ falls. The great project will 

10t be entirely finished for a year. 

Steel buckeis holding half a cubic 
yard of dirt, operated by electrical ma- 
chinery, and rigged so as to dump 40 
huckets a minute, will be used in exca- 
vating a part of the big waterway, 
known as the Monona-Harrison County 
Drainage Canal. Already a temporary 
fitch has been cut between Jennings 
Lake and Lateral No. 1, in Harrison 

County, for the relief of the farmers 
In case of an overflow in that part of 
the district next spring. The temporary 
citch averages 10 feet in width and 5 
feet in denth. 

Pit for Dredge Boat. 

The construction of the temporary 
ditch being deemed necessary by the 
contractors before beginning at the head 
of their work, where they are now bus- 
liv enwaged in excavating an immense 
pit, 50 feet wide and 9° feet long, with 5 
feet base, 

The pit is intended for the launching 
of the scow, which its necessary for a 
floating machine shop, and the Iinstall- 
ing of the powerful crane, shovels, en- 
gine and other appliances for use of 
the dre@wde boat in digging the canal 
The dredge boat will be equipped and 
eontrolied by electricity. 

The buliders of the machinery for the 
hoat claim for it that when in com- 
plete working order it will be capble 
of excavating 30,000 cubic yards of dirt 
every 24 hours, the buckets to hold half

Release from the Penitentiary after 
imprisonment for nearly fifteen vears 
for the killing of Theodore Horrigan in 
East St. Louis was the present which 
Gov. Deneen of Illinois gave Thomas D. 
Gilligan of East St. Louis W ednesday 
evening. 

Many citizens petitioned the Governor 
to commute Gilligan's sentence. Chief 
of Police Purdy, whom the Governor 
consulted, said there was no reason for 
withholding executive clemency. 

Gilligan has received a promise of em- 
ployment as soon as he reaches home 
to ald his family which is almost des- 
titute. 

Gilligan was convicted of killing Hor- 
rigan in the latter’s saloon on M!ssour]) 
avenue. He was sentenced to the Pen- 
itentiary for 25 years, but several years 
ago citizens of East St. Louis succeeded 
in having the term reduced to 15 years, 
all but two months of which Gilligan 
has served. Gilligan bore a good rep- 
utation before the killing of Horrigan. 
The Governor has also ordered the ré- 
lease of Charles Samuel Williams, sent- 
enced from Bond County for life after 
being convicted of murdering his father 
in March 1894. The elder Williams was 
intoxicated and was assaulting his wife 
when he was killed.

1899 ‘have been exhumed in _ Rosehill 
Cemetery and are being prepared for a 
‘trip of 12,000 miles to tombs prepared | 
‘for them in China. For several weeks’ 
_ preparations for the transportation of. 

‘the bodies have been under way. Quong 
Lee and his officlal eorps have been 
busily engaged breaking the graves, and 
‘now their labors are about ended. In a 
few days the last uf the bodies will be 
_feady and all will be sent to San Fran- 
cisco. 
. To that city the bones of Chinese 
from all parts of the country are being 
Sent by celestials. From there they 
‘will. be shipped to Hongkong. There 
Telatives wjH take charge of them and 
carry them to the old homes in all parts 
“ef the empire. There will be elaborate 
burial ceremonies and some 2000 Chi- 
nese who died in this country will be 
lowered into the mother clay of China ; 
to fall to dust. 

It will have cost more than $600,000 to 
take the bones of the children home, 
but that sum is'a small one when it is 
considered that the customs and relig- 
ous beliefs of centuries have,.been ob- 
served and that all good Chinese can 
pleep in péacé, assured that they have 
given ample propitiation to the spirits 
of their ancestors.

This action 
follows repeated exposures by the Pasi- 
Dispatch of the character ot these 
clubs, many of which- have no other 
purpose than the evasion of the statute 
and avoldance of the payment of dram- 
shop license tuxcs. 

Chief mentioned among other 
clubs which would raided the Iro- 
quois, adjoining Justice Cronin’s court. 
and the Pickwick Club, at Compton 
avenue and Locust street, where several 
raids have already been made. ! 

The orders upon which Chief Kiely 
will act come from Gov. Folk, who has 
written a letter to President Stewart 
of the: Police Board. In this letter 
the Governor the clubs as 
‘‘fakes."’ 

Chief Kiely says legitimate clubs will 
not be disturbed, but that arrests wil] 
be made wherever liquor is sold to the 
public in violation of law. 

Have Supplanted Saloons. 

There are H7 so-called “lid clubs” in 
St. Louis. Many of them have taken 
the places of saloons. 

it is a well-known fact that many of 
the clubs make no pretence of IMmiting 
their sale of Hquor tc bona fide mem- 
bers, 

All go through pretense is- 
suing membership cards. In some cases 
these cards are issued to the purchaser 
upon the payment. of, the price of one 
drink or more. In other cases the pros- 
pective member js required to fill out 
an application blank and to sign the 
rolis of the club, 5 

Having done this, he is told that he 
can immediately buy whatever he wants 
to drink and that his membership card 
will be mailed to him as soon as his 
application is passed upon by the mem- 
bership committee, 

The law requires that an inlitition 
must be paid to join a club. When the 
new member of the lid-lifting “club” 
receives his card, he finds enclosed with 
it a receipt for $1, which he has not 
paid, for initiation.

Burroughs was 48 years old. His wife 
had been sent to state’s prison for keep- 
inc a disorderly house and Burroughs 
had installei Libbie as keeper of the 
house One dav Burroughs fell sick and 
eoon after died.

After her 
sentence had been commuted to life im- 
prisonment Bogert was put on trial as 
an accessory after the fact, and Lib- 
bie was brought from prison to testify 
against him. But she was go much in 
love with him that she shouldered the 
erime and got him off entirely.
